With the same stroke of the pen 
the court annulled the claims of hei 
brother, Monroe Gilman, of Oakland, 
and of her sisters. 
The court holds valid the assign­ 
ments of the heirs of the late Charles 
Gilman to W. G. Deal, an attorney, of

acreage of 
Kern county oil 
lands.

charged that their signatures to the 
process of assignment were obtained 
through fraud and misrepresentation.

President 
Taft and M. Juaaerand, the French am­ 
bassador at Washington, regarding a 
comprehensive agreement for arbitra­ 
tion between the United States and 
France. 
The proposal is said to be upon the 
general outline of 
President Taft’* 
ideas regarding 
international peace 
treaties. 
These conversations are considered 
unofficial, but as preparing the way 
for a treaty similar to that proposed 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. 
It is unlikely that the subject will 
take the form of official exchange un 
til It is seen what the outcome will Ire 
of the Anglo-American proposals. 
Fram e has eleven treaties of arbl 
Batlon. Including one with the United 
States, which provide for the submit- 
sion to arbitration of differences that 
"do not affect the vital interest*, inde­ 
pendence or honor of the two contract­ 
ing states, and do not concern the in­ 
terests of third parties."

Will Be There In April, and lf Inva­ 
sion of Mexico Takes Place It Must; 
Be at Will of Congress. 


W ashington, March 22.—There Is no 
Intention on the part of the adm inistra­ 
tion to order the troops now in Te xas 
to cross the Rio Grande river. Presi­ 
dent Taft has never thought of iswu- 1 
lug such an order. 
Under the constitution he Is com* 
mander-ln-chief of the army aud navy, 
but under the constitution also it is 
the right of congress to declare war. 
He never suspected, one of his close 
friends 
said, th at 
anybody In the 
country would think that he could con­ 
tem plate such a step without the au­ 
thority of congress. 
The param ount reason for sending 
the troops to Texas was to lie ready 
for any emergency which might arise. 
The entire movement has been pre­ 
cautionary. The president acted solely 
with a view to protecting the lives of 
Americans in Mexico and of keeping 
intact the hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars worth of property there owned by 
United States citizens. 
The troops will be In Texa* when 
congress meetB in April. If the revolu­ 
tion in Mexico grows and American 
interests are threatened congress will 
have an arm y of 20,nub men within 
easy moving distance of the trouble. 
The president lielieves that be bas 
done his part. He has gone as far as I 
he could go and hopes that it will not 
be necessary to go any further. 
If 
later congress feels that, the live* and 
property of Americans in Mexico are 
In danger and Interference Is ne es 
sary, the president will follow its will. 
Until congress gives the word, though, 
there will be no movement of troops 
at the president’s direction except on 
the American side of the Bio Grand*. 
Cares Nothing For Political Effect. 


The president bas paid 
not 
the 
slightest attention to reports that in­ 
surgents in congree*, and notably in 
the senate, intend to make political 
capital out of this movement of troops. 
He told friends that he cared abso­ 
lutely nothing for any adverse effect 
politically 
which 
his 
action 
might 
have. He thought that American lives 
and property might be in dancer, and 
be acted, lf some insurgents rn con­ 
gress wish to kick up a row the pre*!- 
dent will not seek to call them off. He 
told callers that be merely did what 
be regarded as tits duty under hts oath 
of office. He ha* not thought of the 
political effect his order might have. 
The report* that the troops are to 
tie withdrawn from Texas aud the bor­ 
der at the request of Ambassador de 
la Barra was denied by the president 
in conversation with friend*. Senor de 
la Barra, ll is said, never requested 
that this government 
withdraw the 
troop*. In the eves of government offi­ 
cials he could not have made *ueh a 
request p ro p erty . The troops are in 
the United State* and for the present 
It is intended tnat they shall be used 
in m aintaining neutrality. 
Tin* statem ent whic h ha* appet*ed 
from tim e to time that Wall street 
figured in the sudden dispatch of the: 
tioops to Texas also wa* discredited 
by men close to the president.

In reply to Senor Liman tour’s re­ 
marks it was stated that Francisco I. 
Madero, the 
insurrect© "president,” 
would be unalterably opposed to Hie 
laying down of anus. 
If any truce 
were called for the consideration of 
peace term s it *was expected that it 
would have to he an "arm ed truce.” 


Apostolic Delegate to Canada Arrives. 
New York, March 22!— Monsignor 
Stagni, the new apostolic delegate* to 
Canada, arrived here from Italy. Ho is 
supposed to hear with him the Cana­ 
dian decrees formulated two years ago 
at Quebec by tne plenary council and 
carried to Home last spring for rati­ 
fication by the Vatican, but on this 
subject th© legate was mute.

unloaded another bundle.

milk record o f 18,000 pounds, a Jersey 
bull worth 11.000 and a Jersey cow 
w ith a butter record o f SOO pounds 
per year

dem onstrator’s talk these anim als w ere 
led to the door o f the car and their 
strong points as dairy representatives 
pointed out and contrasted with traits 
and characteristics of beef anim als 
Am ong the traits em phasized for the 
good dairy cow were vigor and const! 
ttitloD, depth of [xxiv at the heart line. 
a big paunch or barrel, a well devel­ 
oped 
udder extending 
well 
forw ard 
and 
back, 
large 
and 
winding 
milk 
veins, a soft pliable skin, a bright aud 
prominent eye and a condition o f flesh 
along 
the 
back 
indicating 
that 
the 
feed given was put Into the udder In 
the shape o f milk and 
not on 
the 
back In the shat** of fat ami flesh 
At 
all stops m ade a rnre degree o f Inter 
est w as m anifested, and there Is little 
question that scores of those who a»- 
tended the lectures went home with 
a determ ination to put more brains 
into and to get more revenue out o f 
their dairy operations.
